Why | Hesitated and 
Why I Write These 
Chapters 


For over twelve years I have 
consH#iered the advisability of pen- 
ning these papers. There seemed 
some good reasons why it might 
not be wise; there seem to me 
now to be more why I should un- 
dertake it. 


The two chief reasons that have 
come before me to hinder my writ- 
ing them heretofore are these: 


(a) The detailing of a large 
measure of personal experience is 
necessarily involved. This is dis- 
tasteful to many, and to none 
more than to myself. But I have 
been much impressed: lately with 
the many instances in which the 
chief of the apostles uses his own 
experience as a warning and lesson 
to others who would put confi- 
dence in the flesh. For this cause 
alone I am at last persuaded to 
narrate my own endeavors to at- 
tain perfection by following the 
so-called “holiness teaching.” 
There can surely be no charge 
brought against me of glorying in 
self in so doing. The record is too 
humiliating for that. Nor do I de- 
sire to take a morbid satisfaction 
in detailing my failures. But for 
this recital of my past errors and 
present blessedness I have not 
only apostolic example, but the en- 
tire book of Ecclesiastes is a sim- 
ilar record; written only that oth- 
ers might be spared the anguish 
and disappointment of treading the 
same weary path. 

(b) It is difficult to write an 
account like this without apparent 
criticism of the organization to 
which I once belonged, both as to 
its methods and its doctrines. This 
I shrink from. I have the fullest 
sympathy with the great work 
being done among the “sub- 
merged” in the larger cities of the 
world by these self-denying work- 
ers, and I would not say or write 
a word to hinder any who thus 
seek to save the outcast and way- 
ward. I only regret that the con- 
verts are not given a clearer gos- 
pel, and more scriptural instruc- 
tion afterwards. Many of my old 
“comrades” are still toiling as I 
once toiled in what they believe 
is a God-raised-up and God-direct- 
ed “Army”; whose teaching they 
consider to be fully in accord with 
Scripture; and I know this record 
must: give some of them pain. I 


would spare them this if I could. | 


But when I reflect that thousands 
are yearly being disheartened and 
discouraged by their teaching; 
that hundreds yearly are ensnared 
into infidelity through the col- 
lapse of the vain effort to attain 
the unattainable; that scores have 
actually lost their minds and are 


now inmates of asylums because} 


of the mental grief and anguish 
resultant upon their bitter disap- 


pointment in the search for holi-} 


ness; I feel I should not allow 
sentimental reasons to hinder my 


relating the unvarnished truth, in| 


the hope that under the blessing 


of God it may lead many to find 


in Christ Himself that sanctifica- 
tion which they can never find 
elsewhere, and in His Cross that 
exhibition of perfect love which 
they will look for in vain in their 
own hearts and lives. 
Therefore I send forth

The story of Belshazzar’s feast, 
as described in Daniel 5, is one 


that stands out in history as one/ 


of the greatest examples of the 
truth of that New Testament chal- 
lenge which says, “Be not deceiv- 
ed; God is not mocked: for what- 
soever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap” (Gal. 6:7). 
Belshazzar defied God, threw 
a feast and invited a thousand of 
his lords, his princes, his wives, 
and his concubines, and they drank 


j wine. from the gold and silver 


vessels from the house of the Lord. 
And the Scripture says, “They 
drank wine, and praised the gods 
of gold, and of silver, of brass, of 
iron, of wood, and of stone” (Dan. 
5:4). 

While they were in the midst 


After all of his wise men and 
astrologers had failed, Daniel, the 
Christian who as a boy had been 
taken captive by Belshazzar’s fa- 
ther, Nebuchadnezzar, was 
brought in, and he gave him the 
meaning of the writing that was 
upon the wall. That very night 
Belshazzar died, and the kingdom 
in which he was boasting fell into 
the hands of the enemy, and was 
taken over by the Medes and Per- 
sians. 


It is not my purpose in this mes- 
sage to go into detail and give an 
exposition of this story, but rather 
to use the text of Daniel 5:27 to 
challenge every one of our listen- 
ers to stop and think. I shali give 
the text a double interpretation: 


him, Blessed art thou, Simon Bar- 
jona: for flesh and blood hath 
not revealed it unto thee, but 
my Father which is in heaven. 
And I say also unto thee, That 
thou art Peter, and upon this rock 
I will build my church; and the 
gates of hell shall not- prevail 
against it” Matt. 16:13-18. 

“There are just seven expres- 
sions here. “Whom do men say 
that I the Son of man am?” “Some 
say thou art John the Baptist: 
some, Elias; and ethers, Jeremias, 
or one of the prophets.” “But 
whom say ye that I am?” “Thou 
are the Christ, the Son of the 
living God.” “Blessed art thou 
Simon, the son of Jona—you have 
it straight—these other fellows

1. Is Jesus First in Everything? 


There are five things for us to 
consider. I will mention each 
briefly. First, our attitude toward 
the Lord Jesus Christ. I am not 
talking about your relationship to 
Him as a son, but your attitude 
toward Him as a Christian. When 


Him lock, stock, and barrel, so 
that you are no longer your own; 
you have been bought with a price, 
even the precious blood of Jesus 
Christ. Therefore. we are to 
glorify God in our bodies and in 
our spirit which are God's. 


May I ask you the question, 
“Are you putting the Lord Jesus 
Christ absolutely first in your 
life?” That means above your 
business; that means above your 
money-making; that means above 
your pleasure; that means above

do the work of an evangelist, make full proof of thy ministry.”— 


Il Tim, 4:1-5. 


“Do the work of an evangelist.” 
This message is given to a pastor. 
In First Timothy we find that 
Paul said, “I besought thee to 
abide still at Ephesus, when I 
went into Macedonia, that thou 
mightest charge some that they 
teach no other doctrine’ (I Tim. 
1:3). Now Timothy was evidently 
a pastor, but Paul says to him, 
“Do the work of an evangelist 
. Preach the word; be instant 
in season, out of season; reprove, 
rebuke, exhort with all longsuf- 
fering and doctrine.” Preach the 
Word, do the work of an evange- 
list; this command was given to 
a pastor, and is proper. 

When you come to think of it, 
most of the finest soul winners 
of the world have been pastors. 
We think sometimes that the 
evangelist is the man to win souls, 
and the pastor is merely to feed 
the sheep; but there is nothing 
like that taught in the Bible, noth- 
ing like that in God’s program and 


plan. When God sets men on fire 
to win souls, they often, yea, gen- 
erally, have been pastors. For in- 
stance, Charles Spurgeon was nev- 
er known as an evangelist, yet 
the multiplied thousands and tens 
of thousands of souls that he won 
to Christ prove that he did the 
work of an evangelist, though his 
entire ministry was given as a 
pastor. 

Many people think of Dr. R. A. 
Torrey as an evangelist, but for 
years he was pastor of the Chicago 
Avenue Church in Chicago, which 
eventually became the great 
Moody Memorial Church of today. 
R. A. Torrey was a pastor. His 
preaching was pastoral preaching. 

And Charles G. Finney was a 
pastor for several years in New 
York City and elsewhere. The 
great soul winners have been pas- 
tors. So were Talmage and Len 
Broughton, and so were Dr. 
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Did you ever read Dr. H. A. 
Ironside’s book, Holiness: The 
False and the True? These chap- 
ters were printed in THE Sworp 
OF THE LORD more then ten years 
ago and resulted in great bless- 
ing. A new generation has arisen. 
Many need the help of Dr. Iron- 
side’s personal testimony and his 
clear Bible teaching. Everyone will 
be .benefited by reading it again 
even if you read it before. 

Beloved Dr. Ironside put the 
emphasis on salvation by grace 
and not of works. He gives the 
glory for the Christian’s right- 
eousnes’s to Christ instead of to 
the man who seeks the longest, 
prays and weeps the most. The 
great number of _§ disillusioned 
backsliders who tried so hard to 
be good and holy and found they 
could not live up to their own 
claims of sinlessness need these 
messages.

Meet Dr. Bill Dowell of

Christian, Beware: Do Not 
Endorse Law 
In Korea mobs, largely students, 
fought the police and the soldiers, 
burned buildings, destroyed a 
police station, wounded and killed 
some in rebellion against Syngman 
Rhee’s government. In South Afri- 
ca the Negroes, encouraged by 
some white people, even church 
leaders, arose en masse against the 
segregation policies of the govern- 
ment, burned their identification 
cards and passes which they were 
required by law to carry, and oth- 
erwise defied the laws of the 
land. In some cases there were 
riots and bloodshed. 


In San Francisco a few days 
ago the Un-American Activities 
Committee of Congress was hold- 
ing a meeting and an organized 
mob of students, some two hun- 
dred, attacked the building and 
had -to be repulsed with fire hose 
and by police. The mob was large- 
ly students, organized by profes- 
sionalists, probably communists. 

In the South Negro young people 
have, contrary to the law, crowded 
into restaurants and lunch coun- 
ters reserved for white people, 
blocked traffic, taken part in fights 
and many of them were arrested. 
These demonstrations were organ- 
ized under the leadership of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, 
largely spearheaded by Dr. Martin 
Luther King, the Negro modern- 
ist preacher who is contributing 
editor of Chfistian Century maga- 
zine, the voice of modernism in 
America. (He was on the plat- 
form and Dr. Graham asked him 
to lead in prayer in Graham’s New 
York campaign.) 

Christian people often think 
they do right to take up for these 
lawbreaking rioters. They should 
remember the plain command of 
God, “Submit yourselves to every 
ordinance of man for the Lord’s 
sake: whether it be to the king, 
as supreme; Or unto governors, as 
unto them that are sent by him 
for the punishment of evildoers, 
and for the praise of them that 
do well. For so is the will of God, 
that with well doing ye may put 
to silence the ignorance of foolish 
men” (I Pet. 2:13-15). Mobs, at- 
tacks on police, violation of the 
laws of the Federal Government 
or state or city, are not good Chris- 
tianity and not good citizenship. 

Nearly all these riots and tu- 
mults are led by socialists or com- 
munists or modernists who act 
on unholy principles and often 
from hidden motives that good 
citizens cannot approve. 

In America, liquor drinkers and 
more particularly liquor sellers in- 
sisted that the prohibition law 
was wrong. They set out to break 
it and encouraged others to break 
it. That was wicked and America 
is today suffering with the great 
breakdown in morals brought by 
the return of the liquor traffic un- 
der socialistic New Deal policies. 

If laws are wrong, they should 
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“Happy Father’s Day!” 


When all the votes are tabulat- 
ed. determining the selection of 
Indiana’s “Father of the Year,” 
you may be sure that one proud 
pop from Indianapolis will not 
have received any consideration. 
He is a little lad of a mere twelve 
tender years—material for some 
intermediate department of a 
Sunday School—who first fathered 
an illegitimate baby, then sought 
to duck the attending responsibili- 
ties of parenthood. 


This delinquent dad, just bare- 
ly out of diapers himself—was 
hauled before Lake County Juve- 
nile Judge Joseph Mesgar and the 
judge issued a court order re- 
quiring the child to contribute 
to his baby’s support from his Sal- 
ary as a shoe shine boy. At an 
age considered by most parents 
too young for dating, this boot- 
black entered the realm of par- 
enthood himself. Incidently, Judge 
Mesgar reported four other cases 
involving three eleven-year-old un- 
married mothers and one twelve- 
year-old mother. 


Meanwhile, in the neighboring 
state of Lilinois, a Chicago father 
and son—proving thé maxim, “Like 
Father, Like Son’—were §sen- 
tenced by Criminal Judge Alfred 
J. Cilella. The father, who head 
previously served three prison 
terms, and the son, who has four 
prison terms already attached to 
his record, were both sentenced as 
habitual criminals after assault- 
ing and attempting to rob a CTA 
bus driver. 


As both of these incidents il- 
lustrate, fatherhood entails heavy 
responsibilities, not the least of 
which is example. Paul expressed 
it in Romans 14:7, “For none of us 
liveth unto himself, and no man 
dieth to himself.’”’ I would like to 
impress upon the hearts of all 
fathers reading these lines the 
truth that your example will be 
stronger for good\or for evil, in 
all probability, than that of any 
other individual during the life of 
your son. 


Is your example good or bad, a 
credit to Christ or a help to Sa- 
tan?

Little did the popular singer— 
standing as he was at the thresh- 
hold. of life, fame, fortune and the 
fulfillment of his dreams—realize 
when he made the recording, how 
close he was to eternity. I have 
not heard the record nor read 
the lyrics, but one wonders if 
Cochran knew the real “three 
steps” to Heaven. 


Do you know them? 


Summing them up from the 
book of Romans; they are: (1) 
Confess yourself a lost sinner 
(Romans 3:23); (2) Realize that 
Christ died to pay the penalty of 
your guilt (Romans 5:6-9); (3) 
Simply cry out to God and ask 
for the salvation He has already 
provided (Romans 10:13). 


Have you taken these three 
steps? To take the first two with- 
out the third will not help. Noth- 
ing short of an absolute surrender 
to ‘Christ will guarantee Heaven’s 
gates being opened at the con- 
clusion of this life.

times, or an enchanter, or a witch, 
Or a charmer, or a consulter with 
familiar spirits, or a wizard, oar 
a necromancer. For all that do 
these things are an abomination. 
unto the Lord; and because of 
these: abominations the Lord thy 
God doth drive them out from be- 
fore thee’ (Deut. 18:1-12). 


He said again, “Ye shall not... 
use enchantment, or observe times 
. . Regard not them that have 
familiar spirits, neither seek after 
wizards, to be defiled by them: 
I am the Lord your God .. . and 
the soul that turneth after such 
as have familiar spirits, and after 
wizards, to go a whoring after 
them, I will even set my face 
against that soul, and will cut 
him off from among his people” 

(Lev. 19:26, 31; 20:6). 

To show His hatred of such 
henanigans, God ‘said: “Thou 
shalt not suffer a witch to live” 
(Exod. 22:18), and, “A man also 
or woman that hath a familiar 
spirit, or that is a wizard, shall 
surely be put to death: they shall 
stone them with stones: their 
blood shall be upon them”. (Lev. 
20:27). ;

I hope you won’t waste your 
time, and clutter up your mind 
this summer with trashy comic 
books, or ugly paper back novels. 
You will want to learn in your 
reading but read some books just 
for fun. Will you let me suggest 
some of the children’s ¢@lassics 
that you will enjoy? Most of these 
you could get at the town or 
school library. Some churches keep 
libraries of good books, classic 
and Christian, to encourage good 
reading. If you are located where 
none of these sources of good 
books are available, perhaps Moth- 
er and Daddy can budget a small 
amount of money to begin to buy 
your own books, and then you 
could trade and borrow from your 
friends. 


I talked to a young mother the 


other day who said, “I have never 
read Little 


Women.” I was 
shocked that any young girl had 
missed -reading this wonderful 


novel with a Christian background 
by Louisa May Alcott. If you 
haven't read it, that would be a 
good place to start your reading 
program. Fellows might enjoy 
more Little Men by the same 
author. And boys always enjoy 
books like Robinson Crusoe, The 
Swiss Family Robinson, and T'rea- 
sure Island. 

Do you have a dog you are fond 
of? Then Laddie, by Albert Payson 
Terhune, or another of his dog 
stories, would be a good place to 
start. My Johnny is now deep in 
the story of Black Beauty, a fam- 
ous horse that all of you would 
enjoy. 

Funny classic stories about boys 
are Penrod, by Booth Tarkington, 
and Tom Sawyer, by Mark Twain. 
I hope you won’t follow the ex- 


ample of these boys in getting into 
mischief, but you can laugh at 
their antics, and be glad you 
aren’t in their shoes when they 
-are being punished. 

Younger children would especial- 
ly enjoy reading or hearing others 
read from Grimm’s Fairy Tales, or 
the series of animal adventures 
by Thornton W. Burgess. Probably 
you already know the story in 
The Adventures of Peter Cotton- 
tail. But our children have The 
Adventures of Bob White and are 
just as fond of that story. There 
are a large number of these ani- 
mal adventure stories for you to 
enjoy. 

All children and adults too like 
Alice in Wonderland and books 
like Heidi, by Johanna Spyri. The 
Swiss background of the latter 
is particularly entrancing to 
American children. 

But don’t limit your reading 
to pure fiction. Through biogra- 
phies you can feed your ambi- 
tions, learn history, or science. 
Reading the life of a famous man 
is exciting and profitable. This is 
a good time to remind you that 
many good Christian books are 
available. The missionary biogra- 
phies I read even before I was 
a teen-ager had an enormous in- 
fluence on my young life. 

There are Christian books for 
children that you @®ould buy if 
you build your personal library. 
Boys like the Paul Hutchens series 
on The Sugar Creek Gang. The 
Moody Colportage Library in- 
cludes many titles of children’s 
books for 39c each. Of course any 
of them you would enjoy reading 
and could trust. Aunt Theresa’s 
books for children have a strong 
Christian influence. And there are 
many good Bible story books. Per- 
haps The Moody Bible Story Book, 
or Egermeier’s, or Hurlbut’s you 
should buy for your own home. 

May I suggest that before you 
start any book you first be sure 
you have read at least a chapter 
from your Bible. Then the best 
book you can enjoy even more. 

I haven’t begun to list all the 
books that you can enjoy this 
summer. I simply want to re- 
mind you of the joys of good read- 
ing. 

Memory Verse: “Whether there- 
fore ye eat, or drink, or whatso- 
ever ye do, do all to the glory of 
God” (I Cor.

George W. Truett and Dr. H. A. 
Ironside, and many others whose 
names I could mention. 

A pastor, to please God, must 
do evangelistic preaching, and I 
make bold to say that any man 
whom God calls, whatever gifts 
God may have given him, should 
use those gifts for winning souls. 
The Saviour said, “Follow me, and 
I will make you fishers of men.” 
Whenever God calls a man to fol- 
low Him, God means to make out 
of him a soul winner. 


I know preachers who say, 
“Well, I am going to settle down 
and become a teaching pastor.” 
Such a pastor is a backslider, at 
ease in Zion, lukewarm, not will- 
ing to pay the sacrificial price that 
it takes to be a real soul win- 
ner. It takes blood, sweat, tears, 
separation, consecration, purging, 
and day by day denying self (Luke 
9:23), going outside the gate, bear- 
ing the reproach of Christ, to be a 
real soul winner. God wants ev- 
ery pastor to be a soul winner. 


Though now in full time evan- 
gelistic work, in 1940 I closed a 
pastorate of nearly eight years. 
In those years, some 7,000 or 
8,000 people made professions of 
faith in Christ under the ministry 
of that church and pastor. Now I 
say, not to take any credit, that 
God intends a man who is the 
head of a local congregation, as 
an overseer and pastor and bish- 
op, to be a soul winner, and train 
and send out soul winners. That 
is God’s plan, 


Evangelistic Preaching Must 
Boldly Attack Sin 

Now what kind of preaching 
must a pastor preach when he 
preaches evangelistic preaching? 
I suggest first of all that pastors 
must preach against sin, if they 
are to have many saved. 

The other day in a service my 
dear wife talked to a woman about 
her soul. She had no conception 
at all about the plan of salvation. 
My wife said later, “I didn’t know 
where to begin with her.” I said, 
“You forgot one thing. You must 
remember, when you deal with 
a sinner, you must begin with the 
fact of sin.” A man may say, “I 
don’t believe like you do, I am 
not a member of your church.” 
Never mind, there is one common 
ground on which to approach ev- 
ery sinner and that is the fact of 
sin. That is where God begins and 
that is where God wants preach- 
ers to begin. Preachers ought to 
condemn sin. 

A certain preacher said about 
my preaching against sin, “That 
man knows nothing about grace 
at all.” I know something about 
grace, but I tell you that one 
way I know about grace is that I 
know what an awful, Hell-bound, 
Hell-deserving sinner I was and 
I am. I know how God saved me 
from the torments of the damned 
in Hell. There is no grace unless 
there is first sin. There is no room 
for grace, no use preaching grace, 
unless, first, men know they are 
awful sinners, wicked, Hell-bound 
sinners. Only the grace of God 
can save, but grace saves only 
convicted, confessed sinners. 

We. need to preach against sin; 
that is the way Bible preachers 
did. Elijah hated 3in. When he 
prayed fire down from Heaven, 
he said, “Take the prophets of 
Baal,” and he took them down to 
the brook and slew them himself. 
Everywhere Elijah went he was 
known as a hard preacher. When 
he told Ahab that God would de- 
stroy every man of his whole fam- 
ily, and the kingdom would be 
changed, Elijah was known as 
God’s man, preaching against sin. 
That is the way the Bible preach- 
ers did. 

There is Jeremiah. We learn in 
the book of Jeremiah how he said, 
“T am a child. I cannot speak.” 
But God said to him, “TI will give 
you a face of brass against the 
people. Don’t fear their faces; 
don’t fear their words; but you 
preach, and whether they hear 
or whether they forbear, you 
preach what I give you. I will put 
my words in your mouth, and they 
will know a prophet of God has 
been among them.” Oh, may God 
give us men like Jeremiah, who 


was called to preach plainly 
against sin. 
New ‘Testament preachers 


preached the same way. John the 
Baptist, by the river of Jordan, 
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preached, “Repent.” Some people 
think that is out of date. They 
talk very wisely about the “bap- 
tism of John,” as if that were 
Old Testament, as if that were 
law. Don’t you believe it! That 
was the only baptism Jesus had. 
That was the only baptism that 
Peter had, and James and John 
and the rest of the apostles, and 
all the New Testament Christians 
of that day. And John the Bap- 
tist preached New Testament 
preaching, and he preached grace. 
He preached the gospel, but you 
can put it down he preached first 
that men are awful sinners and 
must repent! repent! repent! He 
preached, “The axe is laid unto 
the root of the trees.” And some 
came to be baptized who didn’t 
show any evidence of a changed 
heart toward sin and toward God, 
and John the Baptist said to them, 
“O generation of vipers, who hath 
warned you to flee from the wrath 
to come? Bring forth therefore 
fruits meet for repentance”’ (Matt. 
3:7, 8). 

Preachers in these days don’t 
like to look into the faces of a 
bunch of people in the pews in 
front of them, and say, “You 
bunch of snakes, you generation 
of vipers, who has warned you 
to flee from the wrath to come?” 
But John the Baptist did. And 
John the Baptist was sometimes 
personal in it. He came face to 
face with Herod, the king, and 
said, “It isn’t right for you to 
have your brother’s wife. It is 
shameful, adulterous.” It cost him 
his freedom, and he was put in 
prison and eventually it cost him 
his head, but he was a preacher 
without fear or favor, and he was 
honored of God. Jesus said that 
never was one born of woman who 
was greater than John the Baptist. 
Now if we are going to be evange- 
listic in our preaching, we must 
first of all preach against sin. Bi- 
ble preachers won souls because 
they preached against sin. 


And not only John the Baptist, 
but Jesus denounced sin. If you 
want to know how Jesus preached, 
read the twenty-third. chapter of 
Matthew, as He calls the scribes 
and Pharisees hypocrites. Seven 
times. He says it: “Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites.”’ 
He calls them “whited sepulchres.” 
He calls them “blind leaders of the 
blind.” He says they are “wolves 
in sheep’s clothing.” He says, “Fill 
ye up then the measure of your 
fathers. Ye serpents, ye genera- 
tion of vipers, How can ye escape 
the damnation of Hell?” 


That is the kind of preaching 
Jesus did. He meant it! He took 
a rope. and tied knots in it and 
made a good whip, and drove the 
worldly and covetous money- 
changers and sellers out of the 
temple. He called it a “den of 
thieves”! My, He not only scat- 
tered the beasts of burden, the 
doves and the sheep that people 
sold, but He turned over. the ta- 
bles! He didn’t say politely, “Will 
you please take the tables and 
step outside?” but He turned over 
the tables. 


My, my, can you see those cov- 
etous old Pharisees, as they chased 
the coins that rolled over the 
marble floor, when Jesus kicked 
the tables over and cracked that 
whip and drove the people out? 
I say, you can’t have people saved 
unless first you bring a conscious- 
ness -of sin, and preach the wrath 
of God on sin, and call for repent- 
ance from sin. 


That dear woman at the well of 
Sychar in Samaria was won, be- 
cause Jesus showed her she was a 
sinner. Jesus was ever so tender, 
ever so kind, but when she found 
the Saviour and went to tell the 
people about it, the thing that 
stuck in her mind, the thing that 
broke her heart and transformed 
her life was that-Jesus knew all 
about her sin! She went back and 
told the men, “Come, see a man 
which told me all things that ever 
I did” (John 4:29). Jesus didn’t 
really say to her, “You are a poor, 
adulterous harlot; you have lived 
with five different men, and you 
are living with one now who is 
not your husband.” He didn’t say 
that, but He made her say it. But 
you can put it down, He put His 
finger on the hellish sin in her 
life. Nobody is going to have con- 
viction, settled, deep, and wide, 
on congregations where he preach- 
es, and have old, hardened sinners, 


bootleggers, fallen women, con- 
victs, and dope fiends saved, with- 
out preaching on sin. No preacher 
will reach these proud and 
haughty evolutionists and atheists, 
unless somebody preaches against 
sin. 


Sin is the point of contact be- 
tween the preacher and the sin- 
ner. It is God’s point of contact, 
too. You must do something about 
sin. You must repent of sin, turn 
your heart away from sin. That 
is the way Jesus preached. 


That is what Peter preached, 
too. Peter stood and preached at 
Pentecost to the crowd that cruci- 
fied the Saviour, perhaps looking 
straight into the eyes of the soldier 
who put the spear in His side. 
He was certainly looking into the 
eyes of the priests, Pharisees and 
leaders of the synagogue, who had 
mocked Him while He died. He 
afterwards said to them, “You 
killed the Prince of life and de- 
sired a murderer to be granted 
unto you. You have crucified and 
Slain the Lord of glory, but God 
has raised Him up, whereof we 
are witnesses.” When later they 
called Peter and John to account, 
saying, “You have filied Jersualem 
with this doctrine,” they said, “We 
ought to- obey God rather than 
men.” God give us more Peters 
and Johns,.who will preach boldly 
to the Pharisees of this day! We 
need preaching against sin. 


Stephen stood and preached, “Ye 
stiffnecked and uncircumcised in 
heart and ears, ye do always resist 
the Holy Ghost: as your fathers 
did, so do ye.” It cost Stephen 
his life, but He was filled with 
the Spirit of God and he preached 
against sin. Such preaching by 
Stephen, I have no doubt, convict- 
ed the young man Saul, so that 
he never got away from Stephen’s 
dying testimony and his piercing 
words, until he met.Jesus on the 
road to Damascus and became 
Paul, the apostle! What if Stephen 
had failed that day! But he did 
not! He preached Against sin, per- 
sonal, sharp, until his hearers were 
so angry that they iiterally 
“onashed on him with their teeth” 
(Acts 7:54). : 


How boldly Paul preached 
against sin! Paul stood before 
Felix, “And as he reasoned of 
righteousness, temperance, and 
judgment to come, Felix trembled” 
(Acts 24:25). We need to preach 
more on judgment, temperance 
and righteousness these days, and 
So cause sinners to tremble, as 
Paul did! Paul, you say, was a 
preacher of grace! He was also 
a preacher of “righteousness, of 
temperance and of judgment.” The 
people trembled. Even the rulers 
trembled. Though Paul had chains 
dangling from his handcuffs and 
anklets, yet they trembled when 
Paul preached, because he 
preached against sin in the power 
of the Holy Spirit. 


How flaming, how personal, how 
insulting was Paul’s preaching 
sometimes! Standing in the court 
of Sergius Paulus, Paul faced 
Elymas the sorcerer, and said, “O 
full of all subtility and all mis- 
chief, thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt 
thou not cease to pervert the right 
ways of the Lord?” (Acts 13:10). 
And in answer to such boldness 
and faith, God struck the vile sin- 
ner blind, and the deputy was 
wonderfully saved. If you do not 
like that kind of preaching, then 
remember that it followed days 
of fasting and prayer, when Paul 
and Barnabas, “being sent forth 
by the Holy Ghost, departed” on 
this missionary journey. Spirit- 
filled preachers must hate sin, and 
say so, and God will back up such 
men with wonders and signs, and 
with great conversions, as He did 
then. 


What kind of subjects shall a 
man preach on in_ evangelistic 
preaching? Preach on booze! Paul 
preached on “temperance” (Acts 
24:25). There is plenty in the Bi- 
ble like, ““‘Wine is a mocker, strong 
drink is raging, and whosoever is 
deceived thereby is not wise” 
(Prov. 20:1). Some people say, 
“Well, I don’t believe in a preach- 
er getting in politics.” Politics or 
no politics, an honest pastor must 
denounce the horrible sin of the 
liquor traffic, if he is to see God 
move wonderfully in saving drink- 
ing sinners. — 


One dear woman came to me 
and said, “Oh, Brother Rice, we 
have the dearest little preacher. 
He doesn’t meddle with politics, 
or religion either one.” What she 
meant was that he never did gev 


will bring great revivals, wil] save 
hardened sinners. 


Some preacher says, “I like to 
preach on John 3:16, ‘God so 
loved the world.’” That is fine 
That is in the Bible. But here js 
another verse that is in the Bible: 
“For our God ts a consuming fire ” 
Why: not preach that, too? Oh, “It 
is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God.” This js 
also in the Bible: “For the wages 
of sin is death.” Here is another 
one in the Bible: “Be sure your 
sin will find you out.” Here js 
another one in the Bible: “Be not 
deceived; God is not mocked: for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.” Oh, my 
preacher friends, may God give 
us grace to preach against sin. 

Somebody says, “An evangelist 
can do that, but a pastor cannot.” 
But I would remind you again 
that for these years I have been 
a pastor, and I preached the same 
kind of preaching, with the same 
texts, and used the same kind of 
language, plain, sharp and clear. 
Others say, “You will make some- 
body mad.” Sure, you will make 
somebody mad. “They will quit 
giving money.” Sure they will, 
but is that what you are preach- 
ing for? “Somebody will leave the 
church.” Certainly they will, sure 
they will, and maybé you will have 
to leave. Sure! John the Baptist 
lost his head. Stephen was stoned 
to death. Paul was put in prison. 
Jesus Christ was crucified. God 
have pity on a preacher who is not 
willing to suffer like that for real 
convictions. May God put men in 
the pulpit these days, not sissies! 

I tell you the truth, the pulpit

on any civic question where there 
was a difference of opinion, and 
never did get on any question of 
doctrine where there was a dif- 
ference of opinion. No preacher 
can please God who stays out of 
controversy. God has a controver- 
sy with sin. It is sin that nailed 
Jesus to the cross. It is sin that 
is populating Hell. It is sin that 
fills every graveyard, and fills 
every hospital and every jail. It 
is sin that blights every home that 
is broken by divorce. It is sim 
that a preacher must hate, de- 
nounce, expose! God hates sin, and 
if a preacher doesn’t hate it, peo- 
ple will not repent of sin. Preach 
on booze! Preach on the scarlet 
sin, adultery. Some cheeks will 
turn red with shame, and some 
people won’t like it, but it will 
bring people to repentance. 

Preach on the dance. Tell people 
that it is rotten with sin. Tell 
them they dance because they en- 
joy the lust, the deliberate in- 
flaming of passion! They do! Yes, 
preach on the dance. 


Preach on the movies. Tell peo- 
ple what they are and what they 
will do; that they are made by 
vile, lewd people, holding up rot- 
ten moral standards, breaking 
down respect for marriage, pure 
love, hard work, God, and the Bi- 
ble. Denounce the lust, the crime, 
the bawdy vulgarity of the movies. 

Preach against the lodges. Tell 
the people that God commands 
Christians: “Come out from 
among them and be ye separate.” 

Preach against evolution and 
false cults. Preach on death, sin, 
Hell, judgment! Such preaching 
with boldness, with love, with 
tears, with Scripture, with faith,

has.lost the confidence and respect 
of the world these days. In these 
days we have nice, soft-spoken 
preachers who never hurt any- 
body’s feelings, never offend any- 
body, never cross anybody, never 
awaken anybody, never arouse 
anybody, and rarely save anybody! 

Allow mé to give you a personal 
reference, not for any credit to 
myself. Last fall, a woman came 
to hear me preach. She was a 


God, and said she would never 
serve Him because her mother 
died. As she talked about it later, 
she said, “Oh, that preacher!” and 
there was hate, I suppose, in her 
voice as she said it; “I have lost 
nine pounds going to hear him 
preach! I don’t know why I come 
back.” Preachers ought to preach 
the kind of preaching that ‘will 
make people sleepless at night, lie 
awake at night, stare into the 
dark, afraid to go to sleep at 
night; the kind that makes people 
go to their closets in prayer. We 
need to break up the ground be- 
fore we sow the seed. God give 
us preachers like that. These 
panty-waist, sissy-britches, peace- 
at-any-price preachers; these good- 
Lord and good-devil, milk-and- 
cider preachers, will never bring 
a revival. All the world is un- 
der judgment and the wrath of 
God. My dear preacher-brethren 
—God bless you preachers! How 
I love my _  preacher-brethren! 
Pray for me, that God will give 
me boldness to preach against sin. 
My preacher-brethren, reprove and 
rebuke, as well as exhort, and 
preach Bible doctrine! 


Evangelistic Preaching Must 
Be of Red-Hot Earnestness 


What else about this preach- 
ing? If you want the Lord’s pow- 
er and blessing on you in saving 
souls, you must mean business. 
Evangelistic preaching must have 
a certain fervor of heart that in- 
volves tears jn preparation and 
tears perhaps in delivery; that in- 
volves a straightforwardness, a 
zeal which makes it so that when 
a preacher preaches an evange- 
listic message he speaks so fast 
he may mispronounce the words, 
sometimes lose the trend of _his 
well-prepared discourse, and go on 
pell-mell. It may be off the track 
he had planned, but he is led by 
the Holy Ghost. He may appear 
awkward and what he says may | 
be more or less abrupt and un- 
couth,. God give us back the fervor, 
the tears, the boldness of men 
of God of other days! 


We must have a mean-business 
attitude about our preaching that 
will make our preaching color- 
ful, informal, and unorthodox as 
to the method, though orthodox 
always as to God’s message. Why 
shouldn’t a preacher stand or sit, 
ery or laugh or sing while he 
preaches? People on the stage do 
it. Why can’t a man laugh and 
weep for joy over Heaven? Why 
can’t he blaze against sin? Why 
not an informal sincerity to get 
results? Why must a _ preacher 
have a sonorous voice, and a stilt- 
ed attitude, and a pious smirk 
and platitudinous commonplace- 
ness in the pulpit?, God give us 
men who mean business in the 
pulpit! I did when I played college 
football. I did when I was out 
in business. Why shouldn’t I mean 
business as a preacher of the gos- 
pel? 

That means that our preaching 
will sometimes have to be sensa- 
tional. If we preach as we ought 
to about sin and death and judg- 
ment, and the second coming of 
Christ and the wrath of God, we 
will somefimes be called sensa- 
tional preachers. Some say, “I 
don’t believé a preacher ought to 
be sensational.” The people said 
that about Paul and Barnabas. 
“These that have turned the 
world upside down are come hith- 
er also.”’ Remember, Peter and 
John were dragged before the San- 
hedrin, and the priests said, “Ye 
have filled Jerusalem with your 
doctrine.” When there is a riot 
and a preaeher now and then gets 
slammed into jail, and someone 
spits in his face, someone throws 
rotten eggs and tomatoes; when 
drunkards and harlots and con- 
victs and dopeheads are saved, 
then” you are going to have a 


sensation. Don’t avoid it, but pray |. 


God to wake people up; and arouse 
and alarm them. 
I don’t mean trick and fake sen- 


sational stunts. What I mean is 
the boldness of God, the fire of 


the Spirit, and the kind of preach- 
ing that brings men to their knees, 
with tears of repentance, trusting 
in Jesus Christ, or which sends 
them out in hate, gnashing their 
teeth, as they did with Christ 
and Stephen. 


Depend on the Miracle-Work- 
ing Word of God 


What else? Depenfl on the 
Word. Oh, my fellow preachers, 
believe the Word and press it hot 
on people’s hearts. “He that goeth 
forth and weepeth, bearing pre- 
cious seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him” (Psa. 126:6). 
Take the Word of God. Plant it, 
believe it, expect God to bless 
the Word, depend on the Word of 
God. Memorize a lot of it. When 
you come to preach, claim the 
promises. Then when you give an 
invitation, give ‘the actual words 
of the Scripture to cling to, and 
get men to meet God on His prom- 
ises. It isn’t hard to be saved. 
It is a simple business, The rea- 
son that people are not saved is 
because in their poor wicked 
hearts they are not willing to turn 
from sin and take God at His 
Word. Use the Word. It is “quick, 
and powerful, and sharper than 
any two-edged sword” (Heb. 
4:12). “Is not my word like as 
a fire? saith the Lorp; and like a 
hammer that. breaketh the rock 
in pieces?” (Jer. 23:29). 


Pull For Results Always 


We must’ mean business, and 
that means we will pull for re- 
sults. Oh, my brothers, let us 
so preach that if an unsaved per- 
son is present we will seek to 
win him while we can. And if you 
preach to a crowd, and there are 
no unconverted present, then urge 
the Christians to do all they can 
in winning souls. You can’t preach 
to the sinners if they are not 
there, but you can preach to the 
people who will reach sinners and 
bring them in. Let’s set people 
on fire for winning souls. Let’s 
pull for results, 


I preached many funerals, es- 
pecially when I was pastor, and 
had a daily radio service. I made 
God a promise, the first funeral 
I ever preached, that I would nev- 
er preach a funeral service with- 
out making plain the plan of sal- 
vation and urging men to. repent. 
And invariably I have urged peo- 
ple to repent and trust in Christ. 
I have given an invitation at 
many, many funerals and had peo- 
ple saved. 


I remember when a young wom- 
an came down the stairs from a 
dance hall on the second floor at 
Magnolia and Hemphill Streets in 
Fort Worth, Texas, and her hus- 
band met her and_é jealously 
stabbed her to death. I was called 
to preach the funeral sermon, That 
nightclub crowd, that underworld 
crowd, that wild and profligate 
crowd, that wayward-daughter 
and prodigal-son crowd came and 
packed the funeral parlor. I 
preached the plan of salvation. I 
called for sinners, and eight came 
down to claim Christ as Saviour. 


“But people will be offended,” 
some preacher says. Then just an- 
nounce ahead of time that that 
is the only kind of sermon you 
will preach. I promised God I 
wouldn’t preach one kind of gospel 
in a revival meeting and another 
kind of gospel at a funeral, and 
preach into Heaven some old pro- 
fligate, ungodly wretch who would 
never repent and didn’t trust in 
Christ. I promised God I wouldn't 
preach a different kind of gospel 
at funerals, and I never have. Get 
people saved when you marry a 
couple. Get people saved at fun- 
— Get people saved in Sunday 
ehool classes. We ought to get 
people saved in the morning serv- 
ices, as well‘as in the evening 
service. We ought to get people 
saved at Rotary clubs, and at Ki- 
wanis luncheons. At any place that 
4 preacher has a right to speak, he 
has a right to talk about salva- 
tion in Jesus Christ. 

Dr. L. R. Searborough in Texas 
had a way of saying, “Any end 
of the gospel is good, just so it 
is the hot end.” Deliver’ the gos- 
pel hot and win souls! 


A Definite Enduement of Holy 
Spirit Power Essential to 
Soul Winning Preaching 
Another word I must. say about 

evangelistic preaching and that is 


this: It must be preaching with a 


definite enduement of Holy Spirit 
power. Let me tell you now, mag- 


netism won't do it; personality 
never saved a soul; psychology 
never saved a soul. All the she- 
nanigans, tricks, and wire-pulling 
will never save a soul. 

I read an article the other day 
by a man who was lamenting that 
in these days we can’t have re- 
vivals, that there is a great fall- 
ing away. He said: “You know, 
we had so many preachers here: 
we had chalk talks, motion pic- 
tures, special music, all those, and 
yet we didn’t get but about fifty 
people saved.” They didn’t have 
a musical saw at Pentecost, but 
3,000 people were saved. John the 
Baptist didn’t wear a cowboy suit 
and bring a long lariat into the 
pulpit. That is not what won them. 
Elijah didn’t set out to Mount 
Carmel with a boy prodigy who 
could play an accordion. It takes 
more than these incidentals, more 
than cowbelis, and tricks, and 
solos. It takes the fire of Almighty 
God! Nobody is going to win souls 
and have a revival, unless he has 
an anointing from God. 


On Jesus Himself, as we read 
in Luke 3:21, 22, when He came 
to be baptized.and waited and 
prayed, the Holy Ghost came like 
a dove and Jesus was anointed. 
Then He went back to the syna- 
gogue in Nazareth (Luke 4:1, 16- 
22) and read Isaiah 61:1, which 
says, “The Spirit of the Lord is 
upon me, because he hath anoint- 
ed me to preach the gospel to the 
poor; he has sent me to heal the 
brokenhearted, to preach deliver- 
ance tothe captives, and recover- 
ing -of sight to the blind, to set 
at liberty them that are bruised, 
to preach the acceptable year of 
the Lord.” Jesus never worked a 
miracle, never preached a sermon, 
never won a soul wntil He was 
anowmted! Perfect and sinless and 
holy He was, but He began His 
ministry when He was anointed to 
preach. 


Sometimes preachers preach so 
dully and lifelessly that people 
say, “I am afraid he has not been 
ealled to preach.” That isn’t the 
answer. The answer is, He has 
been called but not anointed to 
preach. He has been called, but 
he hasn’t answered; he hasn’t been 
fitted. 


Let us learn a lesson from Pet- 
er, James and John, and the other 
apostles. Before Pentecost they 
were saved, they had been given 
the Great Commission. Christ had 
epened their hearts to understand 
the Scriptures. They were filled 
with joy at the appearance of the 
resurrected Saviour. “Then were 
the disciples glad, when they saw 
the Lord” (John 20:20). Jesus had 
breathed on them, and said, “Re- 
ceive ye the Holy Ghost,” and He 
had come in to dwell in their 
bodies (John 20:22). The indwell- 
ing of the Spirit began when Christ 
was exalted in a resurrection body, 
as He promised in John 7:37-39. 
Yes, the apostles had everything 
salvation, a call, training, instruc- 
tions, the indwelling Spirit and joy 
—everything but  soul-winning 
power! So Jesus commanded them, 
“Behold, I send the promise of 
my Father upon you: but tarry ye 
in the city of Jerusalem, until ye 
be endued with power from on 
high” (Luke 24:49). 


What they needed was power 
from on high! Beloved brethren, 
that is what we need—the super- 
natural, miracle-working power of 
God upon our ministry. 


I am not talking here of a jab- 
ber in tongues, nor of an ecstacy 
of feeling, nor of sinless perfec- 
tion. I do not mean that we are 
to seek a self-centered ‘“experi- 
ence,” so that we may go about 
boasting that we are holier than 
others; and I do not care whether 
you call it a baptism, a filling, an 
anointing, @ pouring out of the 
Spirit, or a gift. But God help 
us to see that we need. the power 
of God, power to witness, so that 
souls will be saved, churches re- 
vived, and God become real and 
His presence blessed to thousands. 
“Ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem and in all Ju- 
daea, and in Samaria, and unto 


‘the uttermost. part of the earth” 


is what Jesus promised in Acts 
j:8. Oh, preacher-brethren, what 
we need is power, power with God 
and power with men! Any theolo- 
gy, however orthodox otherwise, 
that leaves out the need. for a 
holy enduement of the Spirit’s 
power as manifested in the soul 
‘winning of the New Testament, is 


a barren desert with rainless 
clouds,.a dry waterhole and a

your own interest. Is He, Jesus 
Christ, receiving first place in 
your life? Think seriously now, 
my friend. If he is receiving first 
place in your life, you will not 
permit your business to keep you 
away from church and keep you 
from serving the Lord Jesus 
Christ. You will not let company 
keep you from His house on the 
Lord’s Day: you will not_ let 
pleasure come between you and 
your service to Him. If He does 
not have first place, then, my 
friend, “thou art weighed in the 
balances, and art found wanting.” 


2. How Devoted Are You To 
Read, Obey, Meditate in, 
and Defend the Bible? 


Then another thing for us to 
consider is our attitude toward 
God’s Word, the Bible. God is 
weighing us by that. How much 
time do you spend reading the 
Word of God? Remember, my 
friends, we cannot talk to God 
audibly, and He does not talk to 
us audibly today; but He has 
written us a marvelous letter com- 
ing directly from Heaven, sixty- 
six books of the inspired, infallible 
Word of God. It behooves us to 
read it, and then obey it. 


If my wife should be visiting 
her parents in California and 
should write me a letter and I 
received that letter and laid it 
upon a shelf and let the dust ac- 
cumulate over it and didn’t open 
it nor read it, and then she should 
come home and discover that her 
letter had not been opened, she 
would feel very much offended and 
feel that I did not care for her 
because I had no interest in the 
message that she had written to 
me. And so, my friends, when God 
has given us His Word to read and 
we lay it upon the shelf and re- 
fuse to do so and ignore it and 
are indifferent toward its mes- 
sages, I am sure God is offended 
and we are weighed in the balances 
and found wanting. 


8. Are You Loyal and Faithful 
To a New Testament Church? 


Then let' us consider our at- 
titude toward the church of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Some say it 
doesn’t make any difference about 
the church; that they can live as 
good a life outside the church as 
they can in the church. However, 
this is both scripturally and ex- 
perimentally untrue. Jesus _ in- 
stituted the church while He was 
here upon earth and gave instruc- 
tions through Paul that there 
should be glory in the church, and 
also that we are not to forsake 
“the ass@émbling of ourselves to- 
gether, as the manner of some 
is . . . and so much the more, as 
ye see the day approaching” (Heb. 
10:25). Are you faithful to the 
church by your attermdance, your 
support, your service, and your 
prayers? If not, then “thou art 
weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting.” 


4. Are You Conformed to This 
World or Transformed? 


Another thing that we are to 
consider is our attitude toward 
the world. When we are saved, 
the Bible says our citizenship 
and our treasures are in Heaven. 
The Apostle John said in I John 
2:15-17, “Love not the _ world, 
neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in 
him. For all that is in the world, 
the lust of the flesh,.and the 
lust of the eyes, and the pride of 
life, is not of the Father, but of 
the world. And the world passeth 
away, and the lust thereof: but 
he that doeth the will of God 
abideth forever.” 


Are you still entangled with 
the yoke of bondage? Paul said, 
“Come out from among them, and 
be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing” 
(II Cor. 6:17). 


If you still enjoy the sinful 
pleasures of the world and are still 
rebellious of. cutting loose from 
this world that is an enemy to 
God—then, my friends, “thou art 
weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting.” 


5. Do You Work, Pray, and 

Give Urgently to Win Souls? 

What is your attitude toward 
the lost? Are you concerned about 
them? Do you have a burden upon 
your soul for their salvation? Are 


| 


you willing to give of your time, 
your talent, and your money to 
win them to Jesus Christ? Are 
you willing to go when your body 
is tired and pray when you want 
to sleep in order that they might 
be saved. Or do you have the 
attitude—“Why should I care as 
long as I know I am saved; let 
every man take care of himself, 
and I’ll not worry over the condi- 
tion of others.” If that is your 
attitude, my friend, you are 
weighed in the balances and found 
wanting. 


In the light of these things, my 
friends, how much do you weigh? 


II, Lost Sinners Weighed in 
God’s Scales 


And now .to make our applica- 
tion to the unsaved — just as 


Christians are weighed by the 
scales of God, so sinners are 
weighed. 

1. Judged By God’s Law, All 


Are Lost 


May I ask you this important 
question, “Upon what do you base 
your claim of salvation?” You say, 
“Oh, I base my claims of salvation 
upon my ability to keep the law.” 
But God’s Word says, “By the 
deeds of the law there shall no 
flesh be justified’ (Rom. 3:20). 


The law is a schoolmaster to 
lead us to Christ, but the law does 
not justify. Christ is the end of 
the law for righteousness to every- 
one that believeth. My friend, if 
you are depending upon keeping 
the law for salvation — “thou art 
weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting.” 


2. Your Own So-called Right- 
eousness Is Filthy in God’s 
Sight 

Someone says, “I base my claims 
of salvation upon my own right- 
eousness.”” But God says, “All our 
righteousnesses are as filthy rags’ 
(Isa. 64:6). And Paul says, “Not 
by works of righteousness which 
we have done, but according to 
his mercy he saved us, by the 
washing of regeneration, and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost” (Titus 
3:5). And again, “For by grace 
are ve saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God: Not of works, lest 
any man should boast. For we 
are his workmanship, created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works” 
(Eph. 2:8-10). My friend, if you 
are depending upon your works 
and your own righteousness, ac- 
cording to God’s scales—‘“thou are 
weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting.” 


8. Negative Morality Cannot 
Excuse a Bad Heart 


Others base their hope of salva- 
tion upon what they have not 
done. Their claim is that they 
are not so bad, they have not 
committed adultery; they have not 
committed murder; they have not 
been dishonest. They have not 
been immoral, but they still stand 
condemned for God’s Word says 
that if we offend in one of the 
least of His commandments, we are 
guilty of them all (Jas. 2:10). And 
again, “Cursed is every one that 
continueth not in all things which 
are written in the book of the law 
to do them” (Gal. 3:10). Man is a 
lost sinner by nature. “By one 
man sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin; and so death 
passed upon all men, for that 
all have sinned” (Rom, 5:12). And 
Jesus said, “Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God” (John 3:3). Therefore, 
“Thou art weighed in the balances, 
and art found wanting.” 


4. Hypocrites in the Church 
Cannot Save Hypocrites 
Outside 


Then, are you basing your 
claims of salvation upon the hypoc- 
risy of others? What do you 
mean, Preacher? I mean this— 
I have talked to countless num- 
bers of people who have said to 
me, “Brother Dowell, I would like 
to be a Christian, but-there are 
just too many hypocrites in the 
church.” They seem to feel that 
they are going to be justified be- 
cause there are some hypocrites 
in the church. Well, my friend, 
there are several reasons why this 
excuse is very foolish. First of 
all, if you are hiding behind a 
hypocrite, you are farther from

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God than he. Therefore, you have 
no room to complain. Second, if 
you are hiding behind a hypocrite, 
it is evident that you are smaller 
than he is or you couldn’t hide 
behind him. Third, it would be 
much better for you to spend a 
few years in the church with a 
few hypocrites here upon earth 
than to spend eternity in Hell 
where all of the hypocrites will 
be. My friend, you are fooling no 
one but yourself. “Thou art 
weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting.” 


5. A Loving God Has Only 
One Way to Save Sinners 


Others say, “Well, I am -trust- 
ing in the love of God; I think 
God is a God of love, and He 
would not permit His children to 
be cast into Hell. Therefore, I 
think all men will ultimately be 
saved.” But just as sure as the 
Bible teaches that God is a God 
of love, it also teaches that He 
is a God of judgment. 

In Psalm 103, David tells how 
God will put. our sins away 
from us as far as the East is 
from the West and will remember 
them against us no more. But in 
the same breath, He says, “He 
will not always chide: neither will 
he keep his anger for ever.” An- 
other scripture says, “Be not de- 
ce'ved;: God is not mocked: for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap” (Gal. 6:7). 
And then another, “And whosoever 
was not found written in the book 
of life was cast into the lake of 
fire’ (Rev. 20:15). And yet an- 
other, “He hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that man 
whom he hath ordained; whereof 
he hath given assurance unto all 
men, in that he hath raised him 
from the dead” (Acts 17:31). 


Yes, God loves you; He loves 
you so much the He sent His Son 
to bleed out His life on Calvary 
to redeem you from your sins and 
from death and from Hell and to 
offer you salvation as a free gift. 


and claim His offered gift and re- 
ceive Him as your Saviour if you 
expect to be saved. “But as many 
as received him, to them gave 
he the power to become the sons 
of God, even to them that believe 
on his name: Which were born, 
not of blood, nor of the wili of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, 
but of God” (John 1:12, 13). 
There is no other way, my 
friend, outside of Jesus Christ.

intelligence, I would earnestly be- 
seech him to “prove all things, 
and hold fast that which is good.” 


My Conversion to God 


It is my desire, in dependence 
on the Lord, to write a faithful 
record, so far as memory now 
serves me, of some of God’s deal- 
ings with my soul and my striv- 
ings after the experience of holi- 
ness, during the first six years of 
my Christian life, ere I knew the 
blessedness of finding all in Christ. 
This will make it necessary at 
times, I have little doubt, to 
“speak as a fool”—even as the 
apostle Paul did: but as I reflect 
on the need for such a record, I 
think I can say with him, “Ye 
have compelled me.” 

If I may be privileged to there- 
by save others from the unhappy 
experiences I passed through in 
those early years, I shall feel 
abundantly repaid for the effort 
it will take to thus put these 
heart-experiences before my read- 
ers. 


The Blessed Influence of a 
Christian Home 


From a very early age God be- 
gan to speak to me through His 
Word. I doubt if I could go back 
to the first time when, to my 
recollection, I felt something of 
the reality of eternal things. 

My father was taken from me 
ere his features were impressed 
upon my infant mind. But I never 
have heard’ him ‘spoken of other 
than as a man of God. He was 
known in Toronto (my birthplace) 
to many as “The Eternity Man.” 
His Bible, marked in many places, 
Was a precious legacy to me; and 
from it I learned to recite my 
first verse of Scripture, at the age 
of four. I distinctly recall learn- 
ing the blessed words of Luke 
19:10, “For the Son of man is 
come to seek and to save that 
which was lost.” That I was lost, 
and that Christ Jesus came from 
Heaven to save me, were the first 
divine truths impressed on my 
young heart. 

My widowed mother was, it 
seems to me, one of a thousand. 
I remember yet how I would be 
thrilled as she knelt with me as 
a child, and prayed, “O Father, 
keep my boy from ever desiring 
anything greater than to live for 
Thee. Save him early, and make 
him a devoted street-preacher, as 
his father was. Make him willing 
to suffer for Jesus’ sake, to gladly 
endure persecution and rejection 
by the world that cast out Thy 
Son; and keep him from what 
would dishonor Thee.” The words 
were not always the same, but I 
have heard the sentiment times 
without number. 

To our home there often came 
servants of Christ—plain, godly 
men, who seemed to me to carry 
with them the atmosphere of eter- 
nity. Yet in a very real sense they 
were the bane of my boyhood. 
Their searching, “Henry, lad, are 
you born again yet?” or he equal- 
ly impressive, “Are you certain 
that your soul is saved?” often 
brought me to a standstill; but I 
knew not how to reply. 

California had become my home 
ere I was clear as to being a 
child of God. In Los Angeles I 
first began to learn the love of 
the world, and was impatient of 
restraint. Yet I had almost con- 
tinual concern as to the great 
matter of my salvation. 

I was but twelve years old when 
I began a Sunday school and set 
up to try to help the boys and 
girls of the neighborhood to a 
knowledge of the Book I had_read 
ten times through, ut which had 
still left me without assurance of 
salvation. *. 

To Timothy, Paul wrote, “From 
a child thou hast known the Holy 
Scriptures, which are able to make 
thee wise unto salvation, through 
faith which is in Christ Jesus” 
(II Tim. 3:15). It was this latter 
that I lacked. I had, it seemed 
to me, always believed, yet I dared 
not say I was saved. I know now 
that I had always believed about 
Jesus. I had not really believed in 
Him as my. personal Saviour. Be- 
tween the two jthere is all the 
difference that there is between 


being saved and lost, between an 
eternity in Heaven and endless 
ages in the lake of fire. 


In Christian Work But 
Not Saved 

As I have said, I was not with- 
out considerable anxiety as to my 
soul; and though I longed to break 
into the world, and was indeed 
guilty of much that was vile and 
wicked, I ever felt a restraining 
hand upon me, keeping me from 
many things that I would other- 
wise have gone into; and a cer- 
tain religiousness became, I sup- 
pose, characteristic. But religion is 
not salvation. 

I was nearly fourteen years old 
when, upon returning one day 
from school, I learned that a’ serv- 
ant of Christ from Canada, well 
known to me, had arrived for 
meetings. I knew, ere I saw him, 
how he would greet me; for I re- 
membered him well, and his 
searching questions, when I was 
younger. Therefore I was not sur- 
prised, but embarrassed neverthe- 
less, when he exclaimed, “Well, 
Harry, lad, I'm glad to see you. 
And are you born again yet?” 

The blood mantled my face; I 
hung my head, and could find no 
words to reply. An uncle present 
said, “You know, Mr. M , he 
preaches himself now a bit, and 
conducts a Sunday-school!” 

“Indeed!” was the answer. “Will 
you get your Bible, Harry?” 

I was glad to get out of the 
room, and so went at once for my 
Bible, and returned, after remain- 
ing out as long as seemed decent, 
hoping thereby to recover myself. 
Upon my re-entering the room, he 
said, kindly, but seriously, “Will 
you turn to Romans 3:19, and read 
it aloud?” 

Slowly I read, “Now we know 
that what things soever the law 
Saith, it saith to them who are 
under the law: that every mouth 
may be stopped, and all the world 
may become guilty before God.” 
I felt the application, and was at 
a loss for words. The evangelist 
went on to tell me that he too 
had been once a religious sinner, 
till God stopped his mouth, and 
then gave him a sight of Christ. 
He pressed on me the importance 
of getting to the same place ere 
I tried to teach others. 

The -words had their effect. 
From that time till I was sure 
I was saved, I refrained from talk- 
ing of these things, and I gave 
up my Sunday-school work. But 
now Satan, who was seeking my 
soul’s destruction, suggested to 
me, “If lost and unfit to speak of 
religious things to others, why 
not enjoy all the world has to 
offer, so far as you are able to 
avail yourself -of it?” 

I listened only too eagerly to 
his words, and for the next six 
months or thereabouts no one was 
more anxious for folly than I, 
though always with a smarting 
conscience, 


Convicted, I Sought the Lord 
and Trusted Christ 


At last, on a Thursday evening 
in February, 1890, God spoke to 
me in tremendous power while 
out at a gay party with a lot of 
other young people, mostly older 
than myself, intent only on an 
evening’s amusement. I remember 
now that I had withdrawn from 
the parlor for a few moments to 
obtain a cooling drink in the next 
room. Standing alone by a re- 
freshment table, there came home 
to my inmost soul, in startling 
clearness, some verses of Scrip- 
ture I had learned months be- 
fore. They are found in the first 
chapter of Proverbs, beginning 
with verse 24 and going on to 
verse 32. Here wisdom is repre- 
sented as laughing at the calamity 
of the one who refused to heed 
instruction, and mocking when his 
fear cometh. Every word seemed 
to burn its way into my heart. I 
Saw as never before my dreadful 
guilt.in having so long refused to 
trust Christ for myself, and in 
having preferred my own wilful 
way to that of Him who had died 
for me. 

I went back to the parlor, and 
tried to join with the rest in their 
empty follies. But all seemed ut- 
terly hollow, and the tinsel was 
gone. The light of eternity was 
shining into the room, and I won- 
dered how any could laugh with 
God’s judgment hanging over us, 
like a Damocles’ sword suspended 


by a hair. We seemed like people 
sporting with closed eyes on the 
edge of a precipice, and I the 
most careless of all, till grace had 
made me see. 


That night, when all was over, 
I hurried home, and crept up- 
stairs to my room. There, after 
lighting a lamp, I took my Bible, 
and, with it before me, fell upon 
my knees. | 
I had an undefined feeling that 
I had better pray. But the thought 
came, “What shall I pray for?” 
Clearly and distinctly came back 
the answer, “For what God has 
been offering me for years. Why 
not then receive it, and thank 
Him?” 

My dear mother had often said, 
“The place to begin with God is 
at Romans 3, or John 3.” To both 
these scriptures I turned, and read 
them carefully. Clearly I saw that 
I was a helpless sinner, but that 
for me Christ had died, and that 
salvation was offered freely to 
all who trusted in Him. Reading 
John 3:16 the second time, I said, 
“That will do. O God, I thank 
Thee that Thou hast loved me, 
and given Thy Son for me. I trust 
Him now as my Saviour, and I 
rest on Thy Word, which tells me 
I have everlasting life.” 

Then I expected to feel a thrill 
of joy. It did not come. I won- 
dered if I could be mistaken. I 
expected a sudden rush of love 
for Christ. It did not come either. 
I feared I could not be really 
saved with so little emotion. 

I read the words again. There 
could be no mistake. God loved 
the world, of which I farmed a 
part. God gave His Son to save 
all believers. I believed in Him 
as my Saviour. Therefore I must 
have everlasting life. Again I 
thanked Him, and rose from my 
knees to begin the walk of faith. 
God could not lie. I knew I must 
be saved. 


Holiness: The Great 
Desideratum 


Being saved myself, the first 
great desire that sprang up in my 
heart was an intense longing to 
lead others to the One who had 
made my peace with God. 

At the time of which I write, 
the Salvation. Army was in the 
zenith of its energy as an organi- 
zation devoted to going out after 
the lost. It had not yet become 
popular, a society to be patronized 
by the world and used as a med- 
ium for philanthropic work. Its 
officers and soldiers seemed to 
have but one aim and object—to 
lead the weary and despairing to 
the Saviour’s feet. I had often 
attended its services, and in fact 
had frequently, though but a 
child, given a “testimony” by quot- 
ing Scripture and urging sinners 
to trust Christ, even while I was 
in -the dark myself. Naturally 
therefore, when the knowledge of 
salvation was mine, I went at the 
first opportunity, the night after 
my conversion, to an “Army” 
street-meeting, and there spoke 
for the first time, in the open air, 
of the grace of God so newly re- 
vealed to my soul. 


Saved But With a Sinful 
Nature 


I suppose, because I was but a 
lad of fourteen and fairly familiar 
with the Bible, and also somewhat 
forward—unduly so, I have little 
doubt—I was at once cordially 
welcomed among them, and soon 
became known as “the boy preach- 
er,” a title which, I fear, minis- 
tered more to the pride of my 
heart than I had any idea of at 
the time. For, in fact, in my new- 
found joy I had na conception that 
I still carried about with me a 
nature as sinful and vile as existed 
in the breast of the greatest evil- 
doer in the world. I knew some- 
thing of Christ and His love; I 
knew little or nothing of myself 
and the deceitfulness of my own 
heart. 

As nearly as I can now recol- 
lect, I was in the enjoyment of the 
knowledge of God’s_ salvation 
about a month when, in some dis- 
pute with my brother, who was 
younger than I, my temper sud- 


denly escaped control, and in an, 


angry passion I struck and felled 
him to the ground. Horror immedi- 
ately filled my soul. I needed not 
his sarcastic taunt, “Well, you are 
a nice Christian! You'd better go 
down to the Army and tell what 
a. saint you’ve become!” to send 
me to my. room in anguish of heart 
to confess my sin to God in shame 


and bitter sorrow, as afterwards 
frankly to my brother, who gen- 
erously forgave me. 

From this time on mine was an 
“up-and-down experience,” to use 
a term often heard in “testimony 
meetings.” I longed for perfect 
victory over the lusts and desires 
of the flesh. Yet 1 seemed to have 
more trouble with evil thoughts 
and unholy propensities than I had 
ever known before. For a long 
time I kept these conflicts hidden, 
and known only to God and to my- 
self. But after some eight or ten 
months, I became interested in 
what were called “holiness meet- 
ings,” held weekly in the “Army” 
hall, and also in a mission I some- 
times attended, At these gather- 
ings an experience was spoken of 
which I felt was just what_l need- 
ed. It was designated by various 


terms: “The Second Blessing’; 
“Sanctification”; “Perfect Love’; 
“Higher Life’; “Cleansing from 


Inbred Sin”; and by other expres- 
sions. 


Holiness Teaching 


Substantially, the teaching was 
this: When converted, God gra- 
ciously forgives all sins committed 
up tc the time when one repents. 
But the believer is then placed in 
a lifelong probation, during which 
he may at any time forfeit his jus- 
tification and peace with God if 
he falls into sin from which he 
does not at once repent. In order, 
therefore, to maintain himself in 
a saved condition, he needs a 
further work of grace called sanc- 
tification. This work has to do 
with sin the root, as justification 
had to do with sins the fruit. 

The steps leading up to this 
second blessing are, firstly, con- 
viction as to the need of holiness 
(just as in the beginning there 
was conviction of the need of sal- 
vation); secondly, a full surrend- 
er to God, or the laying of every 
hope, prospect and possession on 
the altar of consecration; thirdly, 
to claim in faith the incoming of 
the Holy Spirit as a refining fire 
to burn out all inbred sin, thus 
destroying im toto every lust and 
passion, leaving the soul perfect in 
love and as pure as unfallen Adam. 
This wonderful blessing received, 
great watchfulness is required lest, 
as the serpent beguiled Eve, he 
deceive the sanctified soul, and 
thus introduce again the same 
kind of an evil principle which 
called for such drastic action be- 
fore. 


Such was the teaching; and cou- 
pled with it were heartfelt testi- 
monies of experiences so remark- 
able that I could not doubt their 
genuineness, nor that what others 


seemed to enjoy was likewise for 


me if I would fulfil the condi- 
tions. 

One aged lady told how for 
forty years she had been kept 
from sin in thought, word, and 
deed. Her heart, she declared, was 
no longer “deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked,” 
but was as holy as the courts of 
Heaven, since the blood of Christ 
had washed away the last remains 
of inbred sin. Others spoke in a 
similar way, though their experi- 
ences were much briefer. Bad 
tempers had been rooted out when 
a full surrender was made. Evil 
propensities and unholy appetites 
had been instantly destroyed when 
holiness was claimed by faith. 


I Seek Entire Sanctification 


Eagerly I began to seek this]! 


precious boon of holiness in the 


flesh. Earnestly I prayed for this |} 


Adamic sinlessness. I asked God 


to reveal to me every unholy ? 
thing, that I might truly surrender | = 


all to Him. I gave up friends, pur- 
suits, pleasures—everything I 
could think of that might hinder 
the incoming of the Holy Ghost 
and the consequent blessing. I 
was a veritable “book-worm,” an 
intense love for literature posses- 
Sing me from childhood; but in 
my ignorant desire I put away all 
books of pleasurable or instruc- 
tive character, and. promised God 
to read onty the Bible and holinegs 
writings if He. would only give 
me “the blessing.” I did not, how- 
ever, obtain what I sought, though 
I prayed zealously for weeks. 

At last, one Saturday night (I 
was now away from home, living 
with a friend, a member of the 
“Army’’), I determined to go out 
into the country and wait on God, 
not returning till I had received 


the blessing of perfect love. I took’ 
a train at eleven o'clock; and went 


to a lonely station twelve miles 
from Los Angeles. There I alight- 


ped, and, leaving the highway, de- 
scended into an empty arroyo, or 
| water-course. Falling on my knees 
beneath a sycamore tree, I prayed 
in an agony for hours, beseeching 
God to show me anything that 
hindered my reception of the 
blessing. Various matters of too 
private and sacred a nature to be 
here related came to my mind, I 
struggled against conviction, but 
finally ended by crying, “Lord, I 
give up all—every thing, every 
person, every enjoyment, that 
would hinder my living alone for 
Thee. Now give me, I pray Thee, 
the blessing!” 


I Claim “the Blessing” 

As I look back, I believe I was 
fully surrendered to the will of 
God at that moment, so far as I 
understood it. But my brain and 
nerves were unstrung by the long 
midnight vigil and the intense 
anxiety of previous months, and 
I fell almest fainting to the 
ground. Then a holy’ ecstasy 
seemed to thrill all my being. This 
I thought was the coming into 
my heart of the Comforter. I cried 
out in confidence, “Lord, I be- 
lieve Thou dost come in. Thou 
dost cleanse and purify me from 
all sin. I claim it now. The work 
is done. I am sanctified by Thy 
blood. Thou dost make me holy. I 
believe; I believe!” I was unspeak- 
ably happy. I felt that all my 
struggles were ended. 


With a heart filled with praise, 
I rose from the ground and began 
to sing aloud. Consulting my 
watch, I saw it was about half- 
past three in the morning. I felt 
I must hasten to town so as to 
be in time for the seven o’clock 
prayer-meeting, there to testify to 
my experience. Fatigued as I was 
by being up all night, yet so light 
was my heart I scarcely noticed 
the long miles back, but hastened 
to the city, arriving just as the 
meeting was beginning, buoyed up 
by my new-found experience. All 
were rejoiced as I told what great 
things I believed God had done 
for me. Every meeting that day 
added to my gladness. I was lif- 
erally intoxicated with joyous 
emotions. 


My troubles were all ended now. 
The wilderness was past, and I was 
in Canaan, feeding on the old corn 
of the land. Nevermore should I 
be troubled by inward drawings 
toward sin. My heart was pure. I 
had reached the desirable state of 
full sanctification. With no foe 
within, I could direct all my ener- 
gies toward vanquishing the ene- 
mies without. 

This was what I thought. Alas, 
how little did I know myself; 
much less the mind of God!

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say, “The heavens declare the 
glory of God,” and the heavens do 
declare His glory. Listen, you can’t 
rob God of His glory. 

You know, when sin came into 
this world, the curse of sin came 
with it. Roses have thorns. You 
go out somewhere in a_ desert 
place, and hidden away in a clus- 
ter of bushes somewhere no eye 
ever sees is a rose lifting its per- 
fumed lips for the kiss of the 
morning. And you say, “What a 
beautiful rose!” You pluck the rose 
and a thorn pricks you. The thorn 
was there but God won't let you 
take His glory away from Him. 
God Almighty sees to that. Every- 
where the curse of sin is on the 
earth. Every chord of nature is 
in a minor key. The wind sighs, 
the sea moans, the earth is ac- 
cursed. But “the heavens declare 
the glory of God and-the firma- 
ment sheweth his handiwork.” 


You are living in a day when 
men are trying te rob God of His 
glory, but they can’t. You can 
find thorns that tell you man is 
a sinner.

I have seen mission- 
aries on the foreign field’ whom 
I don’t believe ever knew God. 
You can get some education and 
not know Him, 


I am asking you tonight, Do you 
know God? I know Him. I am not 
asking you, “Do you know there 
is a God?” I ask you if you know 
the God whom you say you know. 
Do you know God? 

When Jesus Christ was here He 
was God according to record; He 
was God manifested in the flesh. 
I want you to follow me now 
because I am saying something 
tonight that is not usually said in 
this country. It is really a new 
approach for me in-my own min- 
istry. He said, “Whom do men 
say that I -am?”’ 

I am sick and tired today of 
men trying, by their own mental 
processes, to test the Word of 
God.

The fool 
Says in his heart, “There is no 
God,” by which he means, “There 
is no God for me.” The man who 
says, “You have to answer my, 
reasoning back of this,” simply 
says, “I am smarter and more 
wonderful than the Bible and 
revelation.” 

- Now Christ said, “Whom do men 
say that I am?” 


They answer, “Well, they say 
various things about you.” 

“They do?” } 

“Yes.” 


“What do they say?” 

“Well, some of them say you 
are Elijah!” 

“Oh, is that so?” 

No, He wasn’t Elijah. Elijah 
didn’t die! Christ did die. Walking 
along with Elijah, Elisha said, 
“When you go to Heaven, at 
I would like to wear your robe 
Elijah said, “I will tell you, Elisha, 
you can head the schoo] of proph- 
ets if you can apprehend the 
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supernatural. I am going to be 
supernaturally translated, and if 


‘you can apprehend the superna- 


tural, you can wear a prophet’s 
rebe. And if you can’t apprehend 
the supernatural, you can’t wear 
my robe.

Him and trying to kill Him—they 
couldn’t do it. After a while, as 
He hung there, He cried out, “It 
is finished!”” He didn’t say it with 
a little weak, faint voice—not 
that. No, He didn’t say, “Well, 
I am gone. It is all sver.” He 
cried out! And the echo of that 
cry went down the corridors of 
Hell and ring in-Eternity tonight. 
He didn’t die defeated; He died 
victoriously. 


Elijah didn’t. He couldn’t have 
been Jesus, because Jesus laid 
His life down and picked it up 
again. No, He wasn’t Elijah. They 
guessed that wrong. 

Some said, “He is Jeremiah.” 
No, He is not Jeremiah. Jeremiah 
is a man of tender heart and weep- 
ing eyes, but Christ is different. 
“One of the prophets?” No! Thank 
God for those great prophets who 
always took God’s side in a con- 
troversy. That is when a prophet 
came. When there is a contro- 
versy between God’s people and 
religion, so the old prophet came 
on the scene and took God’s side 
of the controversy. There are some 
great prophets over there. Great 
men they were. Jesus said that 
no greater had ever been born 
than John the Baptist. But He 
wasn’t John the Baptist; John the 
Baptist got his head cut off.

Poor John 
preached faith, and died before 
he would compromise, but Christ 
didn’t have to do it. He could 
have gotten out of it by com- 
promise. But Jesus never com- 
promised.

No, He couldn’t have 
been John the Baptist; He couldn't 
have been Elijah; He couldn’t have 
been Jeremiah. 

Well, who was He? They had 
been saying many things about 
Him. Some said He was the Son 
of Joseph. He wasn’t. Some said 
this, some said that, and He en- 
dured such a contradiction of sin- 
ners. There the scholars are—they 
don’t agree. 

All right now, if I ever find out 
who He is, God will have to tell 
me. And that is exactly what He 
did.

Get the shield of 
faith and the breastplate of right- 
eousness. And be shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peace. 
Dress up!” But brother, you 
don’t take off that other robe. 
You put the armor of God on the 
robe of righteousness bought for 
you by the blood of Jesus Christ 
when He died on the cross. 

Now if you know your Bible, you 
can always tell whether a man is 
a soldier of Jesus Christ by the 
kind of robe he wears. The fellow 
who says, “I am as good as the 
rest of them,” is going to Hell. 
A man who says, “I am doing 
the best I can,” is going to Hell. 


The best you can will damn you. 
It took the best that God Al- 
mighty could do to kéep men out 
of Hell. The best that God could 
do—that is, all. that God could 
do is His best, you see. Go ahead 
now. Robe of righteousness! 

Now here is where the Devil 
puts something over on you. Think 
closely. The Devil has just one 
army, but he has his companies 
dressed up differently. It is hard 
to tell the Devil’s soldier, because 
he is not always dressed just ex- 
actly like the other soldier in this 
army over here. Now the test of 
every translation of the Bible; 
the test of every sermon; the test 
of every hymn—whether it is 
Christian or not—is this one test: 
does it play Jesus Christ down, 
or does it play Jesus Christ up? 
What about it? If Jesus Christ 
is played down, that fellow is in 
the Devil’s army. If it plays Jesus 
Christ up and exalts Him to the 
Bible place and fights for it, you 
can be pretty sure that fellow is 
in the army of God. He wears 
a robe of righteousness. No trouble 
to tell a Christian. He may not be 
living just like he ought to live, 
and as good as he ought to but, 
brother, he is dressed up in the 
robe that Jesus Christ purchased 
with His blood, so don’t worry. 
You can tell it. If you wonder 
whether or not he is a Christian, 
ask him if he is trusting Jesus, 
if he is under the blood, if he has 
on God’s robe of righteousness. If 
he says; “Yes,” he is all right. He 
may not be fully equipped for 
battle; he may not be all he ought 
to be. He may not have on the 
whole armor of God; he may not 
do much fighting, but he is dressed 
up for Heaven, and that’s what 
counts. 

I call your attention hurriedly 
to four religious systems. On the 
surface they don’t look alike, but 
each one is just like the other.
